In 1738 he rcconnoitercd the distance between 
the Yazoo and Tombigbee rivers for the second Chickasaw campaign (MPA:FD, III, 711); he 
served in several posts and was an engineer at Fort Toulouse, where a daughter was born to his 
wife Marie Jeanne Fontaille in 1749 (Mobile Baptismal Records, November 21, 1755). In 17$1 
he was transferred to Illinois to become the architect of a new Fort Chartres; he died there in 
1757 (Bobé Descloscaux to Peiréne de Moras, July 11, 1757, in AC, C13A, 39, fols. 289—g0).

173), His standing in the community of Mobile is attested by his holding 
the honor of “First Creole” in 1740 (Hamilton, Colonial Mobile, 147). i

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Charles Rochon, native of Quebec and descendant of a 
Canédian family originally from Saint-Come~le-Vert in fans. 
Rochon's family connections in Canada had been numerous and 
influential; the Cuyons, the Buissons de Saint-Cosme and the 
Gaulins (his first cousin, Antoine, was presently a priest 
of the Seminaire de Quebec.) Leaving his family at an early P 
age, Rochon had for years traveled on the Mississippi, exploring 
with Henri de Tonti and dealing in furs. During.the colony's 
very early years, he, along with Jean Brunet, dit Bourbonnis 
and numerous other Canadians, had drifted into Mobile where 
Beinville enticed him to remain and placed him for a short 
time on the King's payroll. When Pontchartrain's orders 
to discharge the Canadians came, Rochon was released, His 
first thought was toreturn to the life of the trapper; but 
he was then in his thirty-fifth year, a widower with at 
least one child. Since he had accumulated a fair amount of 
capital, he dedicd to remain at Mobile. Shortly after 1708, 
he went downriver to join Claude Parent and Pierre-Hene' 
Leboeuf and built a house, a fair-sized structure measuring 
twenty by twenty-seven feet. The house was a duplex (estimated 
value: eight hundred livres) which Rochon built in conjunction . 
with a certain Marchand, a trader and probably a kinsman. ; ro 
After long conversations with Rochon and his neighbors, i 
Biénville and Dartaguiette decided with finality to move 
the entire town to the river's mouth, the removal to begin 
immediately. Further plans. were then made to re-situate 
some of the area's buffer villages. 
Higginbotham's "Old Mobile™ continues the interaction 
of Charles Rochon in the movement of Old Mobile to the present 
site. . :

Marchand, who years before, with Rochon had built the 
duplex, near the new site, intended to return to France as 
soon as the next ship arrived. Anticipating his departure, 
Davion ( a Missionary) arranged to buy Marchand's hald of 
the duplex for 240 livres, and shortly thereafter moved in 
next to Rochon. 


Bienville saw the settlers at work reestablishing them- ; 
selves at New Mobile, and felt a new day dawning. There were a 
some remarkably hearty and enterprising inhabitants present 
in his Colony-- men like Saucier, Rivard, La Loire, Trudeau, 

Trepanier, Rochon, Derbanne, Saint-Denia, and the Brothers 
Chauvin, men who had lifted «themselves up by their own 
initiative, who whatever might lie ahead, would carry the 
colony forward in this execrable and defiant land.
